Report of Library Trustees 


To the Citizens of Rye: 


As indicated in the librarian’s report, the book circulation 
of the past year has far exceeded that of any previous period. 
There are, however, many of the townspeople who are not 
patrons of the library and we hope that more will avail them- 
selves of this service. It is one of the privileges of a small 
library to have few rules and regulations. This freedom, 
however, depends on the cooperation of the public. We find 
it necessary to urge a greater feeling of responsibility in the 
care of books as well as in the observance of the rules for 
prompt return. 

The library building is in excellent condition, necessary 
repairs having been made in the basement during the summer. 
An important addition to the library equipment is a new card 
catalog cabinet, purchased in the fall. 

We report two outstanding gifts. From the library of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Archibald Finlayson, a collection of sixty 
books has been presented by the heirs. The Every Other 
Tuesday Club has offered to provide a mounted globe, and 
~ has already given thirty dollars toward the purchase of this 
valuable means of reference. 

To cover the budget for the coming year we ask an appro- 
priation of $1,000.

The check-up at the last of each month shows by far too 
many books that have not been returned. The limited finance 
allows but one copy of a book. In order for the public to have 
access to the current books, the borrowers are asked to co- 
operate by observing the two-week rule: All books are allowed 
to be kept for a period of two weeks, with a privilege of renew- 
ing for an additional two weeks. A fine of two cents is charged 
between openings after this alloted or extended time has ex- 
pired. Owing to the steady increase in circulation of books, 
it will be necessary to enforce the two-weeks ruling. 

The records show, for example: For the month of January 
1935, 927 books were in circulation against 643 for January, 
1934. January is usually the dullest of the months. During 
the summer months the circulation is three times as great. 

Several collections of books have been presented to the 
library, among these a new copy of the History of Rye, given 
by Mrs. Langdon B. Parsons. 

The construction of the curio cabinet makes it a locked re- 
ceptable and the loan of interesting articles is appreciated. 

The addition of a new card catalogue cabinet gives the 
opportunity of making the card catalogue complete.

To the Citizens of Rye: 


The total income during the past year from all Trust Funds 
has been $3,323.95, the largest amount yet received in any 
twelve months. The income of some of the Funds, however, 
has been less than in previous years, due to a reduction in the 
dividend rates of the Savings Banks. Four new cemetery 
trusts have been created during the year. 

Beautification and improvement of the cemetery with pro- 
ceeds of the Dalton Fund has consisted of shrub planting 
along the main entrance drive and the construction of an- 
other section of permanent highway. ‘There will be further 
planting and additional new road construction the comingyear.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Rye: 


I herewith submit to you my fifth annual report as super- 
intendent of schools: 

Civilization must be a process of continual advancement. 
Change is elemental to progress. No school system can long 
remain static if it is to train effectively for a changing society. 
Our task then becomes the preparation of children for an un- 
known social order. We believe we are doing this more 
effectively in Rye than at any time in recent years. 

Education in ancient times was an individual process. It 
produced the great scholars of Greece and Rome. It was, 
however, a costly process and so children were grouped to- 
gether for instruction as a matter of economy. But group 
instruction works injustice ta two classes of children, those 
whose minds are inspired by the practical rather than the 
theoretical and are, therefore, not adept at securing knowl- 
edge from the printed page, and those who are unusually gifted 
in book learning. And so, modern education is trying to adapt 
its instruction to the individual pupil while compelled to retain 
class groups. Such procedure requires teachers that are both 
skilled and trained. Such procedure requires a comparatively 
large unit and a plant capable of flexible administration. 
Such a plant Rye now has. Its advantages over the former 
four school buildings are innumerable. We have started 
departmentalization of the work of the grades, which is pro- 
ducing superior results. All writing instruction is now in 
charge of one teacher, all music in charge of another. This 
leads to uniformity of procedure and method through the en- 
tire school life of the child. It is my recommendation that 
as fast as can be conveniently and efficiently done this division 
of work be extended into other fields. 
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Not rarely are pupils found in our schools who have special 
difficulty with one particular subject. If this is a foundation 
subject it has heretofore been necessary for these children to 
repeat the entire grade. This will no longer be true as, in a 
consolidated school, promotion by subject is entirely possible. 
We have already entered upon the plan of allowing pupils 
to progress in the subjects for which they are suitably pre- 
pared while repeating those whose mastery is a necessity to 
a final completion of the work of their grades. 

It is unfortunate that the work of the lower grades must 
be mostly based upon book learning. Frequently children 
who find difficulty in these grades never come into contact 
with the manual skills for which they are adapted. For this 
reason, I hope the time may come in Rye when the manual 
skills, cooking and sewing for the girls and manual training 
for the boys, may be extended below the seventh and eighth 
grades. I believe we would arouse interest in many a pupil 
to whom school has been an unwelcome or at least an un- 
profitable institution. 

It will be of interest to compare the estimated costs of oper- 
ating the consolidated school as published in the report of 
1933 with the school board’s budget as presented to the school 
meeting of 1934. In the former estimate, making allowance 
for the sizeable decrease in transportation costs, the cost was 
given as $19,344.30. The actual budget presented is now 
$500.00 less. A saving of $400.00 was made by combining 
the work of the domestic arts teacher and the music teacher. 
The budget presented in the report of 1932—the last budget 
before the fire called for $20,946.00. I believe the consolidated 
school has proven to be a money saver as far as current ex- 
penses is concerned. 

The school district of Rye has been fortunate in securing the 
services of Mr. Arthur N. Gray as principal. He has taken 
the hitherto scattered groups and unified them into a har- 
monious school traveling a purposeful path by the best mod- 
ern procedures. He is taking full advantage of the many 
benefits derived from the new building. He states that the 
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play room is in use constantly every school day. Music classes 
of the upper grades are held here instead of at the pupils’ 
desks. Here are the rehearsals for school programs, operettas 
and plays. It is used for organized physical exercise, always 
under the direction of a teacher. As the establishment of 
health is the second of the cardinal principles of educa- 
tion today, Rye is fulfilling its obligation in this matter. 
More and more, school assemblies are becoming an integral 
part of school programs. They are not now a time of rec- 
reation but are co-ordinated with the subject matter and 
contribute vitally to the training of the pupils for adult life. 
Frequently the entire school is assembled to listen to radio 
broadcasts of historical, musical and literary programs. These 
programs are arranged by educators and teachers of national 
reputation and serve to strengthen the appeal of these sub- 
jects to the children. This form of instruction will be used to 
a greater extent during future years. 

The noon period is often a time of disorganization and waste. 
Such is not the case in your school. Citizenship is taught here 
in its most practical form. The pupils are learning order and 
decorum. They are learning to conduct themselves in a 
socially acceptable manner while eating together. They are 
learning the lessons of self control and courtesy. Assuredly 
such lessons are worth while. 

Rye is unique among towns for the interest of its citizens 
in its schools. The various organizations have contributed 
liberally to the new school by means of valuable and well 
chosen gifts. The radio, the dishes for the domestic arts de- 
partment, the piano, the large flag and the Bibles, all pre- 
sented as gifts to the school, are a source of gratification to 
all school officials as evidences of cooperation between the 
adult groups and the children. | 

The report of the school nurse merits careful reading. It 
states results accomplished, but it cannot show the hours of 
work she has devoted to the welfare of our children. Through 
her efforts, federal money has been secured for the correction 
of many serious defects. The federal government is again 
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furnishing milk to underweight children. It is expected that 
this distribution, to an average of eleven children, will con- 
tinue throughout the school year. We believe this is a valu- 
able service to the pupils. 

Frequently information is sought by former pupils, or by 
parents of present pupils, as to the work done in our schools 
during previous years. The same information is always asked 
whenever pupils move into another school system. It has 
sometimes been difficult to obtain the required data. For 
this reason the seven school boards of this supervisory union 
have purchased a permanent record system to be kept in the 
superintendent’s office. This will keep, in permanent form, 
a complete record of the work done by each pupil in these 
towns during the years he attended our schools. Not only 
will scholastic attainments be recorded, but such information 
as will help future teachers to understand the pupil, if the 
latter moves away. Records of health conditions, standard- 
ized tests, when properly kept will aid both teacher and pupil 
to adapt future work to the individual needs. We believe 
this is an important means of guaranteeing to each boy and 
eirl a consistent rate of progress, free from the delays of ad- 
justment which would otherwise occur with each change of 
teacher. 

I wish again to express my thanks to the school board for 
continued help and guidance in the duties of my office. It is 
always a pleasure to visit your schools.

The annual school examination showed a gratifying improve- 
ment in the physical condition of the pupils and a very satis- 
factory number of cases in which defects found in last year’s 
examination had been remedied. I think this has been due to 
the very general co-operation of parents and to the time and 
effort given by the school nurse in following up such cases 
and aiding in securing treatment for such defects as we found. 
As usual the great percentage of defects found was in the 
condition of the teeth, and I wish some kind of dental clinic 
could be added to the present health examination so that 
all school children could have expert advice on what should 
be done to get their teeth into good condition.

This 
flag is of such dimensions that we hope that in the near future 
a tall pole may be placed correctly in relation to the building 
for the use of this flag. 

Mr. Paul Haynes presented the school with a piano for the 
auditorium. 

Bibles for the class rooms by the Betsy Ross Council, 
Daughters of America. 

Singer Sewing Machine and a most attractive dinner set 
by Rye Parent-Teacher Association. 

Money from Rye Red Cross to carry on the hot noon lunch 
found so beneficial to the children. 

A Radio Set by the Every Other Tuesday Club, the use of 
the radio in our school work is new to us, but as the broad- 
casting of the appropriate subjects develop, much valuable 
information wil) be had through this medium. 

We regretted very much to accept Dr. Dodd’s resignation 
from your board, but we feel grateful to him for his untiring 
effort through the construction period of the new building. 

Under authority of our state school law, the remaining 
members of your school board elected Mr. Warren H. Allen 
to serve as the third member of the board until the next annual 
meeting of the School District. 

It was most difficult to arrange the budget for 1934-35, to 
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anticipate the rising costs and unexpected demands, one item 
alone not noted on the budget is fire insurance, carrying out 
the voice of the School District meeting, following the loss of 
the Wedgewood School by fire, we have placed $40,000.00 
fire insurance on the Consolidated School Building with con- 
tents. 

We wish to have the expression of the school meeting as to 
the desirability of carrying $40,000.00 insurance more or less. 

Transportation costs have been increased, due to the code, 
therefore exceeding the amount stated in last budget. 

The School Grounds — no money was allowed in the build- — 
ing fund or in the budget of 1934-5 for any ye he ah of 
the school grounds. 

We call your attention to an article in the School Warrant 
regarding such improvement. 

Professor H. 8. Clapp, of the University of New Hampshire, 
has offered the suggestion that his department lay out a pro- 
eram for developing the grounds, in which a sum of money 
can be appropriated each year until the project is completed. 

This is professional advice of the highest order and is the 
result of experience in the matter of school grounds develop- 
ment. 

We herein wish to acknowledge to Professor Clapp our ap- 
preciation for his plan of development of the Consolidated 
School grounds. 

Your board has granted the Girl Scouts and the Boy Scouts 
of Rye the use of the auditorium after school hours one day 
each week. 

We believe that these organizations form a vital part in the 
making of good citizens when under strong and active leaders, 
therefore are of great value in conjunction with our school 
work. 

You are respectfully asked to express your opinion in the 
school meeting as to the continued use of the auditorium by 
these organizations. 
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ScHOOL PRoPERTY OTHER THAN THE NEw BUILDING 


All playground equipment worth while has been moved 
and reconditioned; there will have to be some replacements 
for September, 1935. 

The East School with land has been sold for $1000.00 gross. 

A modest amount of fire insurance is carried on the remain- 
ing buildings.
